tion, and for this purpose chicory, 
carrot, 


caramel, date-seeds, etc., are tho substances 
most commonly used. Tho beans havo of 
late years been skilfully imitated, but as 
coffee is mostly purchased in tho ground 
condition, the chief point for the consumer 
is to bo able to form some idea as to the

"cake," we may be pretty sure of adultera 
tion in the elmpe of chickory, for the grain 
of-chickory are softer and more open, 
adhere without difficulty when squeezed 
Again, if we place a few grains in a sauce 
and moisten them with a little cold water 
chickory will very quickly become soft like 
bread-crumbs,

brownish color to diffuse rapidly through 
the water, while pure coffee will give no sen- 
sible tint under such circumstances for a 
considerable length of time.

but chicory and caramel. 


"French coffef?," so widely used at pres- 


ent, is generally ground coffee, the beans of 
which have been roasted with a certain 
amount of sngar, which, coating over the 
bean, has retained more of the original aro- 
ma than in ordinary coffee, but thid, of 
course, at tbo expense of tho reduced pi 
cenlago of coffee due to the presence of the 
caramel.

speaking countries on the 20th of May. Tbo 
price of copies ns sold by subscription will 
bo ten dollnrs, but it is not likely that much 
of au edition will be disposed of on thoso 
terms, inasmuch ns several American pub- 
lisuera withiu two or three days will issue 
cheap editions costing but n few cents. 


There is much diversity of opinion ns to 


tlio necessity nud propriety of ranking nnd 
circulating 
this new 
version nnd somo 


people consider it nn unwarranted timipoi- 
iug with tbo sacred text. 
Most of these 


eritics, 
however, 
utlerly 
mistake 
tbo 


character of the work, and do both them- 
selves nnd 
the 
Bible' discredit by their 


objeetiuiis. 
There is mi more reason for 


attaching saoredness to the forma of English 
speech in the popular translation than lo nuy 
other 01 tho ninny tlml have been made 
from lime to timo. Our present Itible is n 
translation nnd not the original nnd is 
doubllesa capnblo of improvement. It is 
not supposed thnt the changes 
nra lo 


to afl'eet doctrinal toncliing or lo diminish 
the snnctity nud authority of the book. The 
teachings of the'tn'o versions must neces- 
sarily Lie substantially tho snmo, nud Iho 
church can lose nothing by Imving many 
translations iuetead of being confined to 
one. No scholar would ever think of making 
a thorough study of tho Kcripture-i by the 
use of our present vt-rsion alone. 


The method adopted by the men I'n 


in the present revision is such ns lo care- 
fully guard ngaitist umif'('f.ss,iry and useless 
ohr-ngee. Tho Hey. Dr. Philip Schaff, who 
bus betu intimately connected with tho work 
during its entire progress, explained to n 
reporter who interviewed him tho plnn 
adopted by tho roviserc. in part, ns fol- 
lows :— 


"First the American nnd English commit- 


tees, working separately, mndo n list of Iho 
changes 
whicb Ibey Ihought ndvisnble. 


Upon comparing Ihis list it wns found thnt 
sixty uer centum of the change's proposed 
wete suggested by both committees. Of tbo 
remainder of the suggestions proposed by 
the American committee, nnd not by the 
English revisers, morothau half wero adopt- 
ed after n consideration of our nrguments in 
their support. 
Tho changes which wo sug- 


gested, and which the English committee re- 
fused to sanction, related chiefly to nrchnic 
expressions wbich wo desired to replace by 
luodurn forms. 
The English committee 


objected, however, upon the ground that it 
wns essential to tho success of tho work to 
innke ns few cunuges nn possible in order 
thnt the new Biblo might rend ns nearly ns 
possible liko Iho old. Wo agreed with 
them," but nevertheless thought thnt, es- 
pecially in Ibis country, modern forms of 
speech, understood by ovory ono, wero 
desirable. Tho 
English bnve, of course, 


replaced n great ninny obsolete words, but 
they have not in our opinion gono fnr 
enough. 
Tor instnnco, they retain tho 


penny ns tbo prico of tho day's work in tbo 
parable of tho vineyard, which to Iho uued- 
ucaled mnn sconin liko an nhsurdity. 
Tho 


aolual valuo of Iho .penny' in biblical days 
was about sixteen cents, nnd wo nro in fnvor 
of indionling this. Hut tbo English revisers 
objected."

Viewed 
externally, they resemble cowsheds : inter- 
nally, it is quite impossible tolikon them to 
anything. 
On first entering, the sudden 


change from brilliant sunlight to compara- 
tive darkness prevents visitors for some 
minutes from discerning anything: but on 
their eyes becoming morn accustomed to tho 
light, they [hid themselves in n tolorably 
spacious chamber, entirely filled with water, 
but crossed by a light bridge n few inches 
nbovo thn surface.
